HINTING  AND  ILLUMINATION 
BY  COMMERCIAL  ART  CLASS 


Miss  DsLucc’s  Commercial  Art  class, 
nc  Arts  41,  has  on  exhibit  some  work 
ustrating  Old  English  printing  and 
uminatlon.  This  consists  of  framed 
lotntions  and  booklets  of  decorative 
opearnnee  printed  and  embellished 
1th  colors  and  gold  or  silver  paint. 
Illumination,  in  art,  is  a  term  ap- 
ied  to  the  embellishment  of  written 
1  printed  text  or  design  with  colors  or 
>ld,  and  rarely,  silver.  The  more  color 
le  books  contained,  the  more  expen - 
ve  they  were.  Formerly  only  the  books 
iveloped  in  the  middle  ages  were  of 
illliant  ornamentation,  but  it  has 
ten  extended  to  the  illustration  and 
tcoration  of  early  manuscripts  in 
(moral.  The  production  of  precious 
luminnted  manuscripts  survived  by 
early  a  century  the  introduction  of 
rinting  in  the  fifteen  century.  The 
nail  books  represent  this  illuminated 
lanuscript  type  of  printing  and  the 
notations  the  more  decorative  and 
qiensive  type.

Miss  Shepherd  gave  a  very  interest¬ 
ing  and  timely  discussion  on  “Russia" 
bpfore  the  Social  Science  Club  Tuesday 
nighi.j  ,She  explained  the  many  diffi¬ 
culties  with  which  the  Russian  Govern¬ 
ment' has  had  to  cope,  including  the 
rntiormlization  of  thirty  separate  gov¬ 
ernmental  units  and-  one  hundred  and 
eighty  different  peoples  and  anguages. 
The  speaker  termed  the  Russian  situ¬ 
ation  "I  he  largest  country  in  the  World 
trying  the  greatest  social  experiment 
in  the  World”.  The  effect  of  t lie  suc¬ 
cess  or  failure  of  this  experiment  will 
be  registered  on  every  country  in  the 
world. 

'The  Five-Year  Plan  was  not  sud¬ 
denly  put  into  effect.  It  has  been 
brought  about  through  an  evolutionary 
process  of  growth  dating  back  to  1918. 
In  1921,  .the  first  State  Planning  Com¬ 
mission  was  appointed.  In  1925  and 
192G,  experiments  were  made  with  one 
year  plans.  In  1928,  the  first  Five- 
fear  Pinn  was  put  into  use.  This  plan 
embodied  the  Government  regime-n¬ 
ation  and  control  of  all  economic 
forces. 

•The  Russians  realize  that  education 
must  be-  the  basis  of  their  huge  experi¬ 
ments.  As  a  result  of  this  realization 
.hey  have  the  most  comprehensive  and 
eldest  system  of  education  to  be  found 
li  the  world  today. "  Miss  Shepherd 
.tainted  out  that  the  Russian  people 
ire  exceptionally  alert  and  willing  to 
earn.
